REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The applicant argues that the examiner fails to address the limitations of claim 5, 7, 8, and 10: 1 ) a pair of elastic bands, 2) both 
ends of each pair affiexed at points of attachment, the bands extendible to loop over and around each ear, and 3) adjustably 
securable to the patient by pulling the ends anteriorly through points of attachment. The examiner disagrees and maintains that 
the rejection of Hudson in view of Bledstein addresses the claimed limitations. Hudson teaches the claimed limitations of a 
oxygen mask, elastic bands, adjustability and points of attachment. Bledstein teaches a pair of elastic bands that loop over and 
around each ear. Hudson meets the limitation in view of the pair of elastic bands of Bledstein. The examiner has stated a clear 
motivation for combining the bands in view of Bledstein, with the mask of Hudson. The motivation being; as stated by Bledstein, 
to prevent entanglement of bands in a user's hair, glasses, or hat and to make it easy to put on (col. 2, lines 32-33 and col. 6, 
lines 10-17 of Bledstein) The attorney's arguments are not compelling .
